Committee on Foreign Affairs made quick 
work this morning with the Sulger reso-

tion. with a favorable recommendation. 
It is his intention to take it up in the 
House to-morfow, and there is every in- 
icktion that it ill be adopted without 
prolonged debate. 

Mr. Sulzer in calling up the resolution 
will make a brief speech setting forth 
the reasons for the action proposed, and 
recite the lorg series of violations and ag- 
gravations that have been visited upon 
American citizens by the Russian Gov- 
ernment.

But since 
then charges of embezzlement have been 
made against the ex-Governor by the 
present Attorney General of Mississippi, 
and Mr. Percy to-day announced that, 
rather than assume the resporsibility 
for admitting to the Senate a man so 
notoriously unworthy as Mr. Vardaman, 
he would continue ‘to hold his seat un- 

til’ 1918, 

Mr.. Peroy’s account of the incoming 
Senator—who as Democratic, nominee -in 
Mississippi is certain of election when

An attempt was made early yesterday 
morhing to .break out of the Hudson 
County jail in Jersey City.

The attempted outbreak, though it was 
discovered in time to prevent its success, 
is considered peculiarly unfortunate for 
Warden Sullivan. Sheriff Nicholas T. 
Wedin recently notified him that his term 
of office woufa expire on Friday next, 
when he could expect the val of his 
successor, John MoOfker, an olf friend of 
the Sheriff, and once a betting Commis- 
sioner at New Jersey race tracks. 

Gardner Colby, Secretary of the State 
Civil Service Commission, has notified the 
Sheriff that the commission will not cer 
tify the appointment of Sullivan’s succes- 
sor, @ necessary formality before the 
Warden can draw his salary, and it was 
believed that Sullivan would be able to 
make a good fight to retain his post. His 
friends discussed the attempted delivery 
yesterday as if it were not to. be taken 
as a serious effort on the part of any of 
the prisoners to escape. They seemed to 
view it only in the light of its effect on 
Sullivan's fight to retain his job, and 
declared that it could not have occurred 
with more timeliness had it been directed 
by the Warden’s political enemies.

FOOD PRODUCTS AT AUCTION. 


System Tried to Cut Out Gommission 
Men and Johbers’ Profits. 


Considerable interest is manifested . in 
the produce. and provision trade in a new 
system. of selling food products at public 
auction, diréctly upon their arrival here 
from the West, in an @ffort to supplant 
the profits of the cémmission merchant 
and jobber by a comparatively emailer 
auctioneer’s fee. 

The first of these auction sales was 
held on Monday at the Desbrosses Street 
pier of the New York.Central Railroad 
| by the International Auction Company of 
204 Franklin Street. H..A, Emerson, for- 
merly President of the United States 
Packing Company, and now General Man- 
ager of the new compa&ny, announced yes- 
terday that similar sales will be con- 
Gucted at the pier every morning, and 
that circular letters, have been sent to 
the butchers of the city asking them to 
send their buyers to the pier. 

“Heretofore butter, eggs, and poultry 
were shipped to New York by farmers’ 
agents,” he said, “to commission mer- 


chants who charged 5 per cent. commis- 
sion. These sold to jobbers, who. added 
another 10 per cent. profit in selling to 
wholesalers. We shall receive the pro- 
ducts in carload: lots. from the farmers 
and farmers’ agents.in more than ten 
States, and sell thenr in wholesale. lots 
or by the carload on the pier, —— 
— per cent; as auctioneers fee 

e do not want the retail tredd, and 
shall, therefore, self ‘im, lots no smailer 
than twenty-five cases s, tell bar- 
reis of Pes and ten tubs of butter. 
If retail butchers or dealers want. to 
avail themselves of the saving, however, 
there is nothing to prevent several ut 
them from clubbing together and buying 
up such lots.

The Appellate Division of the. Supreme

cannot.be sued’ for indudcihg the employe 
of a rival to break a contract . of- em- 
ployment, unless there ts an allegation of 
wrongdoing which amounts to fraud. The 
court; held, furthermore, that~the ‘mere 
statement -that the employe. was coaxed 
away wrongfully or fraudulently will 
suffice to sustain: the suit, but that there 
must. be some declaration ‘of the manner 
in which the employe was induced to 
break - the contract which will support 
such an allegation.

THE CENTRAL AMERICAN TREATIES 

In his address before the Civic Fed- 
¢ration Secretary E.nox spoke hope- 
fully of “the consummation of a debt- 
funding agreement between American 
bankers and Nicaragua and Hondu- 
ras.” Treaties with these two Central 
Atherican republics are now before 
the Senate. They are, esseritially, 
peacemaking treaties. For our own 
good it is desirable that peace should 
be established in the countries between 
our southern border and the Panama 
Canal. No better way can be found to 
secure peace in Central America than 
to help the various republics to place 
their finances on a sound basis. Loans 
are promised by American financiers 
to. both Honduras and Nicaragua, 
which will be used to refund the debts 
of those countries, with the proviso 
that the United States Government 
maintains an inspection of their Cus- 
tom Houses, as it does successfully in 
the Dominican republic, so that the 
‘receipts, so far as required, can be 
applied to the interest. 

President Tarr and the State qDe- 
partment have urged the acceptance 
of the ‘treaties, Ousted officeholders 
from Nicaragua ahd Honduras button- 
hole the, Senetors dailyto urge their 
rejection. They Go not want peace. 
Revolutions may return ‘them to pow- 
er. This :fact alone should justify 
the Senate’s acceptance of the treaties.

It shows that the de- 
mand for an immediate change in 
Russia's onstruction of the treaty is 
not a party question. Democrats and 
Republicans unite.in denying the right 
of any foreign Power to discriminate 
between American citizens on grounds 
of race or religion. Both parties are 
of one opinion that a passport issued 
by our Government to an American 
citisen of the Jewish race is entitled 
to the same recognition, and must 
heave the same recognition from Rus- 
sia, that is accorded to other pass- 
ports, ©. 

The. unanimous vote of the commit- 
tée hag a further use and value in 
powerfully reinforcing the President 
andthe Department of State in the 
tegotiations now in progress for an 
amendment of Russia's procedure.

perfect equality of rights and priv- 
fleges, is one of which not American 
Jews lone, but the American Nation 
must take notice.

All accounts agree that yes- 
terday’s ceremony was of surpassing 
magnificence. India has welcomed its 
foreign ruler and knelt at his feet: But 
much more is expected of him than gra- 
cious smiles and gentle words. Much of 
recent Indian legislation has increased 
the discontent. Taxation ts too heavy. 
Many minor reforms are lwoked for. 
The Emperor’s long journey and per- 
sonal participation in the Durbar will 
fail in its effect if it does not result 
in at least some temporary allaying of 
the vast empire’s chronic unrest.

A WIDOWS’ AND ORPHANS’ CHRIST- 
MAS. - 

Widows and orphans of men who 
have been killed by the street cars of 
the old New York City Ratlway sys- 
tem may have a Christmas fejoicing 
over the action of Bondholders’ 
Committes of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company, which is paying 
their claims as though’ they were pre- 
ferred creditors. Under the decisions 
of Judge Lacomss, in various proceed- 
ings connected with the traction re- 
eeivership, it was found that these 
claims for personal injuries and deaths 
by accident were not enforceable legal- 
ly. ‘The Bondholders’ Conimittee, nev- 
ertheless, recognized the strong moral 
obligation. of the Metropolitan Street 
Rallway Company by submitting a 
plan, approved by Judge Lacomsn and 
later by the Public Service Commis- 
sion, which placed the holders of acci- 
dent judgments on this systerh upon 
the same basis with the holders of 
the bonds which the committee rep- 
resents. 5 

The bondholding creditors of the 
road will. collect about 90 per cent. of 
thé money owed them; a like percent- 
age will be paid upon the claim of 
each holder. of a judgment for per- 
sonal injuries or death, and the claims 

be liquidated, it is understood, by 

early part of February next. Cor- 
porations have no. souls. Individ 
bondholders and committeemen have 
souls, however, and public sentiment 
is strong in its approval of the policy 
of mercy and of justice. 








“SKELETON” OPINIONS. 
The Supreme Court, solely of its own 
initiative, and without.any relation to 
or bearing upon ‘current events,. has 
given notice that the great pressure of 
business has compelled it to adopt the 
custom of handing down opinions which 
are variously called memcrandum opin- 
ions or skeleton opinions. They seem 
to differ from other opinions in that 
they are simply decisions of law in 
their bearing on specific facts, and 
not arguments or discussions of policy, 
or of what the law ought to be. 

‘The country needs nothing more than 
decisions which decide, and needs noth- 
ing less than decisions which discuss 
contingencies. For example, if in each 
of the cases under the anti-trust law 
the Supreme Court hed handed down 
decisions of the only points involved, 
as it has just done in the Tobacco 
case, the country would have been de- 
prived of one of its most absorbing 
and disturbing subjects of controversial 
conversation, which has after al] ended, 
in nothing but fog. No one has yet 
risen to defend'any of the trusts con- 
victed for their sins, so indefensible 
was their conduct in the light of ‘rea- 
gon. And on’ the other hand nobody 
has risen to applaud the manner in 
which the court reached and declared 
its decisions. ‘The decisions are ap- 
plauded, but the discussions are sore 
topics with the best friends of the 
court. It hag even been said that the 
latest decisions rescued business by the 
application of the light of reason, but

Also 
Borprn has canceled the Leurier naval 
programme, and may lose power on 
either or both points of policy. That 
would be a singular misadventure for a 
Government that rejected reciprocity 
with. the United States through an 
excess of loyalty to the empire. We 
cannot help remarking that the Bor- 
den press in Canatla, while entirely 
polite about it, sounds a different. note 
from the one struck by the Premier 
here. We find, for example, many 
columns allowed to a discussion of “ the 
American danger” and to precautions 
against it.

Spooner Attacks Government View 
of Sherman Law. 


“In arguing before the United. States 
Cirouit Court yesterday the demurrers of 
the steamship companies who have been 
eharged by the Government with having 
violated the Sherman anti-trust law in 
regard to steerage passengers, ex-Senator 
John C. Spooner asked if according to 
the.
